The retail prices of goods 
and services customarily bought 
by moderate income families 
in San Francisco rose 1.7 per- 
cent over the March-June quar- 
ter, according to Max D. Kos- 
soris, Western Regional Direc- 
tor of the U. S. Department of 
Labor’s Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics.

STEVENSON. SPARKMAN 
WILL GET LABOR VOTE. 
IT IS SAFE TO GUESS 


Most of us witnessed the closing scene of the Democratic 
convention, and surely to most of us TV-watchers it seemed | 
the impressively quiet close of a thrilling drama. 

The President smilingly introducing Adlai Stevenson 
after a speech outlining what the New Deal and Fair Deal 
have meant to us all. The candidate's vigorous speech and 
vote-winning smile. The parade of dignitaries and ladies. | 
Yes, it was a good show, with many of the TV-watchers feel- | 
ing that it deserved the good old title, ‘All's Well That Ends 
Well.” 

The AFL News-Reporter, which is in effect the news 
service of the American Federation of Labor, takes quite a 
cheerful view of the results of the convention. 

Our readers will find, in the AFL's report of the con- | 
vention, printed in this issue, plenty of ground for the not) 
unnatural assumption that most labor people are going to vote 
for the Democratic ticket come November. 

Says the AFL News-Reporter: 

“The Democratic national convention overwhelmingly 
adopted a strong and progressive platform almost completely 
in line with the recommendations of the American Federation 
of Labor.” 

The AFL News-Reporter cites the contrast between the 
Republican and Democratic platforms on one issue of im- 
mense importance to labor, the Taft-Hartley Law. 

The Democratic platform says flatly: 

“We strongly advocate the repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act.” 
With equal flatness the Republican platform says: 

“We favor the retention of the Taft-Hartley Act.” 
Summing up the AFL reaction to the Democratic platform, 
the AFL. News-Reporter packs this comment into a headline: 


DEMOCRATS FOLLOW MOST 
AFL PLATFORM PROPOSALS 


That's a pretty flat statement, too. Looks as though, for

How about Democratic candidates for President? 

The AFL News-Reporter says on this: 

“Adlai Stevenson is the Democratic nominee for President. | 
With the help of the liberal forces in the. Democratic na-| 
tional convention, he was chosen to run against the Repub- 
lican candidate, General Dwight D. Eisenhower.” | 

The AFL goes on to point out that Stevenson is “regarded | 
as a liberal who leans further toward the middle of the road | 
than either the Fair Dealers or the New Dealers.” 

As for the attitude of the 60 AFL people who attend the} 
convention as delegates or alternates, they did not, it is made | 
plain, function as a bloc: / 

“Labor delegates to the convention did not unite on any | 
one candidate. Some AFL officials announced for Kefauver, | 
some for Harriman, and some for Stevenson. Among the| 
latter, the most prominent was Joseph Keenan, secretary- | 
treasurer of the AFL Building and Construction Trades De- | 
partment. Keenan’s support was based on his long-time per- | 
sonal friendship with the Illinois Governor and his high re- 
gard for Stevenson’s progressive record.” 

Obviously, if a man so prominently identified as is Joe 
Keenan with the AFL’s Labor League for Political Education | 
was a strong supporter of Stevenson, from the start, most | 
labor people are not going to shy away from the Democratic | 
candidate. 

While no official action has been taken, and none may 
be taken by the American Federation of Labor as a whole, it’s 
a pretty safe bet that most AFL people are going to vote in 
November for Adlai Stevenson of Illinois and John Sparkman | 
of Alabama. 

Senator Sparkman is one of the most liberal of the South- | 
ern statesmen. There is sure to be a deal of.growling about 
a Deep Southerner being on the ballot, but Sparkman is by | 
no stretch of the imagination to be considered a Dixiecrat. He | 
is something quite different: a liberal Democrat from the South. 
Inevitably, he has to move slowly on certain issues in order | 
to carry his people with him—but carry his people forward 
is what he is trying to do. 

Another guess: Stevenson and Sparkman will be the next | 
President and Vice-President of the United States. 


400 TEACHERS HELPED 


The Ford Foundation has some of the guardians of the| 
republic worried lest it turn out to be subversive, or intelligent } 
or something. Certainly some of our supersnooper McCarthy- 
ites ought to examine carefully a recent action of one of the 
Ford Foundation’s subsidiaries, the Fund for the Advance-~- 


ment of Education. 

The Fund has set aside $2,000,000 to provide fellowships 
for about 400 high school teachers throughout the United 
States this fall. 

Under the plan, these teachers are ‘‘to be relieved of their 
duties for the coming-academic year that they may spend 
their time on a self-designed project to deepen their liberal 
education.” ’ 

A fellowship winner will be expected to plan “the most 
stimulating year that he can conceive in behalf of his personal 
enrichment as a teacher.” 

This means cultural enrichment, not financial, of course.
